This was stated in Jerusalem 
yesterday by Dr. Carl C. Seltzer 
of the Harvard School of Public 
Health. . 

Earlier in the “week he presented

Congress, in which he claimed 
smoking bad no detrimental effect 
on the hearts.of elderly persons. His 
new thesis, which is not being pre- 
sented at the congress, is being read, 
however, before several departments 
of cardiology in Israeli hospitals “in 
an attempt to find someone who 
will stand up and the facts.” 

Dr. Seltzer told The Jerusalem 
Post that he is not advocating smo- 
king — only “clear scientific think- 
ing. : 
“If the scientific world had be- 
lieved the exact opposite —- namely, 
that smoking was not detrimental 
— without backing it up with cold 
scientific fects, I ποιὰ ‘be out 
preaching the sathe thing I am: te- 
day — get the facts before you 

open your month. Scientists should 

be guided by facts, not by emotions 
and wishful thinking.” He believes 
that many another . so-called “‘ac.

U.S. smc- 
kers have only about 80 per cent 
more chances of having their heart 
affected. :

smokers,” he said. quoting from 
scientific studiey which were never 
widely publicized.

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French Communists and Socialists: 
split over ‘Republica’ affair

_PARIS. — 

THE SUMMIT MEETING 
between Frarice’s Socialist and 
Communist leaders — the first 
for over one year — has failed to 
end nine months of suspicion and 
‘quarrelling which have 


shattered the united front of the _ 


left that brought Francois 
Mitterrand within a few decimal 
points of victory in the presiden- 
tial election. 

Communist Secretary- 
General Georges Marchais, 
leftwing - radical chief Robert 
Fabre and the Socialist First 
Secretary Mitterrand ended 
their session together with plans 
for a campaign to encourage 
respect for freedom of informa- 
tion on radio and television. But 
the Socialists turned a deaf ear 
to Communist pleas for a joint 
strategy in the forthcoming 
municipal election campaigns. 

The Socialists refused to draw 
up joint lists of candidates with 
the Communists in towns with a 
population of over 30,000. The 
Socialist attitude provoked this 
retort from Georges Marchais: 
“We are being offered unity ‘a la 
carte’ according to the Socialist 
Party's appetite."’ 

The polemic between the Com- 
munists and Socialists burst into 
the public ken last October after 
a series of parliamentary bye- 
elections revealed a marked ad- 
vance of the Socialists and a 
retreat by the Communists in 
popularity among the voters. 
The Communist Politburo 
denounced the ‘‘pernicious’’ 
nature of ‘‘the constantly 
repeated battle-cry of the need 
for a so-called renewal of the 
palance of power between the 


leftwing forces." 


Georges Marchais went on the © 


radio to accuse the Socialists and 
leftwing radicals of behaving 
“objectively in the same manner 
as the representatives of the big 
monopolies."" The Socialists 
replied by saying they would not 
waver one inch from the stra- 
tegy of the leftwing common 
front programme which they 


signed with the Communists in 
1972. Mitterrand declared: ‘‘The 
unity of the left is the only 
strategy possible." 

The bickering continued for 
months. It was exacerbated by 
the deteriorating situation in 
Portugal where the expulsion of 
the Socialists from the offices of 
their newspaper “Republica” 
triggered off a fresh exchange of 
broadsides between the French 
Communists and Socialists. 

The Communists were par- 
ticularly alarmed by the admis- 
sion to the Socialist Party of 
Michel Rocard, former leader of 
the extreme leftist Unified 
Socialist Party. At a joint 
meeting held to support the un- 
successful Communist can- 
didate in the parliamentary bye- 
election at Le Havre, the Com- 
munists refused to allow Rocard 
on the platform. 

The national convention held 
by the Socialists at the Meridien 
Hotel in Paris last weekend once 
again highlighted the doctrinal 
differences between them and 
the Socialists and among the 
Socialists themselves over the 
topical issue of worker- 
management in a socialist 
economy. _ 


Worker-management has not 
yet fired the imagination of 
French Socialists. About 40 per 
cent of the party's militants 
failed to express a viewpoint 
when the motions were being 
drafted at grass roots level for 
the Paris convention. But many 
probably shared the view of the 
worker who. shouted from the 
platform at the Meridien on 
Saturday: ‘‘Worker manage- 
ment in the factories is for us a 
right to live."’ 

The debate on worker 
management was distorted by 
the emergence of a clear-cut bat- 
tle for power in the ranks of the 
Socialist Party. Until now Fran- 


cois Mitterrand has held the. 


stage as an arbitrator of the 
divisions which have racked the 
party. Last weekend he came 
under open attack from Jean- 
Pierre Chevenement, leader of 
the Socialist leftwing, who bitter- 


ly criticised his methods of 
management. 

The weakening of Mit- 
terrand's position can give 
no grounds for satisfaction to the 
‘Communists since it is Rocard 
and his former colleagues of the 
Unified Socialist Party who 
are steadily entrenching 
themselves. Mitterrand is 
fighting a rearguard action on 
the issue of worker manage- 
ment, ar; that the time is 
not yet at hand for deciding how 
to achieve the transition from 
capitalism to a socialist society, 
since the priority is to obtain an 
electoral victory over the 
Gaullist regime. 

However, this transition | stage 
is becoming a problem of in- 
creasing concern to French 
Socialists as they watch with 
keen-eyed apprehension the 
development of the leftwing 
regime’s grasp on Portugal. It is 
worth noting that within the span 
of a few days the question of the 
“*second force” has been on the 
agenda of both the French 
Socialist Party and of the Por- 
tuguese Armed Forces Move- 
ment. 


Worker management 


For the Portuguese military 
this issue has been the kernel of 
their debate. For the French 
Socialists it has been masked by 
the single aspect of worker 
management, But in both cases 
what is at stake is the 
phenomenon, first described by 
Lenin in 1917, of & second force, 
comprising councils (Soviets) 
composed of workers, soldiers 
and peasants where the mags of 
the people can speak up spon: 
taneously against the state ap- 
paratus as represented by the 
civil service, courts, police, ar- 
my, political parties and trade 

- unions. 

The French socialist minority 
group, the so-called CERES, is 
proposing to follow the same line 
as the Portuguese extreme left 
and the Chile of Allende if and 
when the Fifth Republic is 
brought low. The snag is that no 
republic composed of worker 


councils has ever managed to 
function.-In France these coun- 
cils might attain the goal of 
overthrowing capitalism. But 
they would also break up the 
joint front of the left. 

But such a:prospect would be~ 
exciuded long before it became 
imminent. An industrial society 
as developed as France's would 
not tolerate Soviets in the fac- 
tories, .workshops and 
newspapers as easily as it 
accepted the occupation of the 

universities in 1968. The fascist 
backlash and its grim outcome 
can easily be imagined. 


Printers’ revolt 


The fragility of the leftwing 
alliance in France was further 
underlined this week when the 
Paris leftist daily ‘‘Quotidien de 
Paris" ‘published a special sec- 
tion prepared by the staff of 
““Republica’’ where Communists 
led the printers into a revolt 

the socialist manage- 
‘ment a month ago and shut down 
the paper. 

The appearance of the 
“Republica” section in a Paris 
newspaper promptly triggered 
protests from the French Com- 
munist daily ‘“L’Humanité" and 
Georges Marchais. They claim- 
ed the issue.contained a faked 
document which was designed to 
embarrass the French Com- 
munists. The document is 
presented under the signature of 
Boris Ponomarev, a deputy 
member of the Soviet Politburo, 
and purports to instruct the Por- 
tuguese Communists on how to 
take over control of the country. 
“Le Monde's” Soviet affairs ex- 
pert Jacques Amalric ed. 
doubt about its authenticity, ask- 
ing why ‘Republica’ produced 
only a summary of the document 
while claiming to possess the full 
text. 

Whatever the answer to this 
riddle, the Republica” affair is 
helping to envenom reiations 
between the French Socialists 
and Communists to a degree 
which makes it even harder to 
heal the wounds of the leftwing 
commen front.

OPIC is different from the Export- 
Import Bank, because the bank 
gives credit only, for the purchase of 
American machinery and American 
goods. It is different from the World 
Bank's International Finance Cor- 
poration, because the IFC gives 
cheap loans to countries that cannot 
afford high interest rates. - | 

OPIC charges commercial rates. 
It is supposed to lend mostly to poor 
countries, with an average yearly in- 
tome of $450 or less a head. But that 
does not really work too well, since 
poor countries cannot pay interest. 
Israel] can, and though it is the 
richest of the devéloping countries 
(in terms of per capita income), it is 
likely to get 8 good share of OPIC's 
financial assistance. : 

The company charges commercial 
rates because the U.S. authorities 
would like it, in due course, to 
become a privately-owned. concern.

Mr. Mays arrived on Sunday from 
Yugoslavia.

Mays's organization is doubly at- 
tractive In borrower countries 
because it not only provides credit, it 
will also seek out an American in- 
vestor for the project. 

It is a lending agency and 
therefore does not buy equity; but it 
is willing to invest in convertible 
debentures. ‘We don't convert them,

SINCE THEN, however, the United 
States has been sellmg the OPEC 
countries cars and atr-conditioners 
and all other kinds of consumer 
goods, It has been selling them 
planes and tanks and all other kinds 
of weapons. It has been selling 
them steel plants and desalination 
units and all other kinds of modern 
technology. It has been hooking the 
OPEC countries on the stuff it 
produces. 

Nobody knows exactly how much 
money is involved in the goods and 
services made available to the OPEC

Some OPEC countries have plung- 
ed so heavily that their futures 
are already mortgaged. The Shah 
of Iran, for example, has bought 
so much in the way of technology, 
defence items and consumer goods 
that Iran is expected to begin heavy 
international borrowing next year.

For selling 
goods and services abroad is not 
like conservation or development of 
new sources or military action. It 
is not something which comes hard 
to the United States and its friends.

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Washington overreacts 


IT IS perhaps understandable that the State Department this 
week was annoyed by a “New York Times” article, datelined 
Jerusalem, which purported to outline, replete with maps, 
Israel's position on an interim agreement with Egypt Such 
reports, at a time of delicate negotiations, are always trouble- 
some, whether or not they are new or accurate. Moreover, 
there is a sense in Washington, where presa disclosures are 
a way of life, that Jerusalem suffers from a surfeit of leaks 
to_the press. pe: 

Yet the extent of the State Department's annoyance, ex- 
pressed in a public statement of complaint, was clearly an 
‘overreaction, prompted either by undue nervousness about 
Egypt, or a facile willingness to rap Israel on the knuckles. 
Cer:ainly ever since the failure of Dr. Kissinger’s shuttle in 
March the State Department has shown a rather liberal in- 
elination to heap criticism upon Israel ,and often enough 
through press “leaks.” 

As 8 result an atmosphere has been created in Washington 
in which “toughness” towards Israel has apparently taken on 
the features of a value in itself. It was made explicit as well 
this week in the interview granted by the newly named U.S. 
Ambassador to Israel, Malcolm Toon, to the Israeli press corps 
in Washington. Mr. Toon made it seem as if support for israel 
in the past was the work of woolly minded diplomats, and 

- ambassadors not sufficiently imbued wth professionalism or a 
sense of the American interest. Perbaps he never heard of 
Walworth Barbour and perhaps, with his passing, Kenneth 
Keating has become all too convenient a target. 

. It is not for Israel to define the American interest, but if 
that in‘erest is mow to be defined as requiring cons‘an* doses 
of pe‘ulanze from the State Department, the task of reaching 
Ὁ poac? settlement in the Middle East will be made immee- 
surably more difficult. 


FINAL TRIBUTE 


IN A STATE burial at Mt. Herzl, the nation yesierday paid 
‘ribuie to Eliahu Hakim and Eliahu Beit-Tzuri, members of 
Lehi wao were hanged in Egypt in 1945 for killing the Bri‘ish 
Minister Resident Middle East, Lori Moyne. The ack came in 
responte to ‘Lord Moyne’s role m Britain’s closure of Eretz 
Yisrael to Jewish in. the midst of the Holozaust. 
Though the act must be judged in the terms of this tragic 
period in Jewish history, it reflected a divergent pth, not 
representative of the Yishuv at the time. 

There is perhaps no better comment than that offered by 
Davii Ben-Gurion in 1962 in a letter to Knesset Member Genla 
Cohen, a former Lehi member, on the occasion of her book 
which portrayed ‘the action. ‘ 

“I read your book with a quickened, excited, pounding heart, 
full of admiration... at times I felt myself idemtified with them 
ond their acts. The fiery spirit of those who gave themselves 


honour of those who died a hero's death... (Yet) not the liqui- 
d=‘ion of foreign rule, but rather the Return to Zion, namely 
aliya, settlement, Jewish labour, defence, revival of the Hebrew 
language, and the gathering of strength under any ewn-lition: 
the nation was founded.”
